The body of an unknown man, with 
his skull crushed in, was discovered by 
the roadside 
in a clump of under­ 
growth on the Lake Shore drive two 
miles south of St. Joseph shortly be­ 
fore noon. 


A 
hat 
lying by the side of the 
highway lead to the discovery. It was 
seen by George Olson and J. R. Dunham 
who were on their way ^ St. Joseph. 
The body lay a short distance from the 
hat partly concealed in the bushes. 
The man was still alive, but a depres­ 
sion in his skull over Mis left ear had 
clouded his 
intellect 
by causing a 
pressure of the fractured parts upon 
the brain and the utterances of the in­ 
jured man were incoherent and irra­ 
tional. 


The man was helped into the wagon 


and taken to the counw jail. 
McLin was summoned. 
He examined 
the wound in the skull and said it was 
caused by a blow from a bludgeon. 
The pockets were searched in an ef­ 
fort to find papers which might throw 
light on the man’s identity but all that 
was discovered was a handkerchief, a 
lead pencil and a pair of eye glasses. 


The theory that the man’s condition 
was caused by th u p who had beaten 
him into insensibility and then robbed 
him was accepted. The dastardly crime 
was probably committed last night and 
the suffering victim lay by the road­ 
side until his discovery about noon. 


The man is of medium height.smooth 
face, dark hair and wc^ars a light brown 
suit of clothes. His appearance denotes 
that he ib a well-to-ao business man. 
He is of Hebrew descent. 


His only utterance is “Five thousand, 
five thousand, dead my C4od.” 
Until 
an operation to remove the fractured 
pieces of skull is made there will be 
no change in the man’s mental condi­ 
tion, according to the physician. 
The 
wound is one and one-half inches 
acrosB and an inch and one-half deep. 
It is the effect of a |)owerful blow with 
a blunt instrument probably received 
by the unfortunate while trying to re­ 
sist the highwaymen. 


Many people have visited the jail 
but no one can Identify the man. It 
was declared by some of the visitors 
that they saw him this morning in the 
vicinity of the Hotel Whitcomb. One 
man thought he could identify him as 
Bert Wheeler, a liichmond man, but 
he was not sure. 


The only thing on the man’s person 
to lead to his identification is a mark 
in his hat, “Leoni.” 
The man talks 
but the wound has crushed the skull 
against the brain in such a way that 
his talk is delirious and he cannot give 
an account of himself or the trouble 
that has befallen him.

There is something due 
those who really win the party’s tri­ 
umphs. 
Men of ability must be recog- 
ni«ed somewhere. For years Mr. Mer­ 
chant«* party fealty has been rewarded 
not for what he did but for what he 
wished to do. 
His loyalty has been 
taken in lieu of editorial ability and 
his war record has sufficed for the lack 
of journalistic strength. 
There are 
those who say that bis candidacy was 
ill advised. However that may be Mr. 
Merchant is a deserving man who 
should be rewarded just so long as 
those rewards do not interfere with 
that business like management aflTairs 
tbe people have a right to expect and 
demand.”

The defense yeater- 
day rested its case, and there Is noth­ 
ing now to come but the rebuttal evi­ 
dence of the state, the sur-rebuttal of 
the defense and arguments of the attor­ 
neys—probably about two weeks in all. 
The state haa eighty witnesaes to place 
upon the stand, but State's Attorney 
Deneen said that in most caaei thetr 
evidence will be short, and that he will 
get through with them in a hurry. Aa 
the evidence in the famous trial is now 
practicnlly all In an estimate of the rela­ 
tive strength of the prosceution and de­ 
fense rcipectively is the sole topic of 
discussion around the criminal court 
building. The attornoyi* engaged arc 
probably good Judges of the weight of 
evidence, but neither side w*ould admit 
defeat even If it oxpcclud It, of course; 
so thut what they claim in a caae like 
this is of not yo much greater value than 
the oninioR of a layman.

Since January 1 last there have been 
In Benton Harbor 209 cases of contag­ 
ious diseases as shown by the c( mplete 
records of Dr.'H. V. Tutton, the health 
officer. The great majority of these 
were cases of measles, and as the dis­ 
ease was very mild this year there was 
no special effort to stop *its spread and 
cases were not rigidly quarantined. 
During this time only three deaths 
have occurred from contagious diseases 
and all three of them from diphtheria. 
It is to the credit, of the health officer 
that in no case has a case of scarlet 
fever or diphtheria spread from the 
tiding where it started. , 
fcerrien county is unusually free from 
ntagious and infectious diseases, a 
;ondition made possible by the vigi­ 
lance of her health officers. 
Some 
times the quarantine rules laid down 
seem severe but they always result in 
the preservation of the public health.

aeath; diphtheria one case, no death; 
measles, 43 cases and one death; whoop­ 
ing couirh, 12 cases with one death, an 
infant seven weeks old.” 
Buchanan—Dr. H. M. Broderick, 
health officer. 
‘*We have had seven 
cases of diphtheria with butone death. 
One case of scarlatina, moderate. Two 
of mciasles, no death. 
One of typhoid 
fever, no death.” 


Watervliet—Dr. .1. P. Berringer, 
health officer. 
“I can only give you 
information from April 1, 1897, being 
date of my assuming the office of health 
officer of the village of Watervliet. 
We have been singularly fortunate as 
the only thing in the shape of 'con­ 
tagious or infectious diseases’ that has 
made its appearance among us in that 
time was measles and only one case of 
that which, by the way, was an impor­ 
tation from your city. 
The patient 
fully recovered in due course of time.” 
Three Oaks—Dr. 
H. B. Wilcox, 
health officer. 
‘*With the exception 
of two cases of scarlet fever, both re­ 
covered, we 
have had no cases of 
contagious diseases in our village since 
January 1. 
During that time there 
have been in the village five deaths 
a«i follows: Mrs. Kellogg, consumption; 
Albert Alcock, 
consumption; «Mrs. 
Brower, hernia; Katherine S h er\ .»od, 
consumption and Grace Tatro, mem­ 
branous croup.

New York, Oct. 
Henry George ac­ 
cepted the nomination for mayor of 
Greater New York at Cooper Union 
last night. It was in the same hall and 
before many of the same people that 
he accepted the nomination eleven yeani 
ago. In 1886 he received M,000 votes. It 
was the greatest outpouring of the peo­ 
ple seen In this city during the present 
campaign. 


The doors were opened at 7:15 and in 
less than two minutes every seat in the 
big hall was occupied and the aisles as 
far as the police permitted were crowded. 
Hundreds were turned away during the 
next fifteen minutes, and by 8 o’clock 
«everal thousond unable to gain admis­ 
sion asppmbied outside and held open air 
mei>tinga In the* plasa, which were ad­ 
dressed by several local speakersi 
Chrrm for the Man aad Chlrago I'latform. 


Henry George’s appearance before the 
meeting was the signal for an outburst 
of cheering that lasted three minutes. 
Jerome O’Neill, of the Central Labor un­ 
ion, presided. The chairman mentioned 
the Chicago platform, whereupon the 
entire audience rose to Its feet as one 
man, hats 
and 
handkerchiefs 
were 
waved in the air and the cheering con­ 
tinued for several minutes. The secre­ 
tary then read telegrams from C. A. 
Walsh, secretary of the national com­ 
mittee and member of the committee 
from Towa, and Senator Tillman encour­ 
aging the movement for the election of 
Heniy George. Charles O’Connor Hen­ 
nessey, In making the nomination of 
George, almply wild: " I have no speech 
to nuike, but I nominate for mayor of 
the Greater New York Henry George.” 
This was followed by afrantic outburst of 
cheering and the nomination was made 
by acclamation.

The secretary then read the platform, 
which wa5 adtipted. It reaWlrms adher­ 
ence to the “Creed of Democracy set 
forth in the platform adopted'* by the 
national convention of the Democratic 
party in Chicago July 9, 1896." and de­ 
clares It the formal expression of the 
spirit of time Democracy. The platform 
hints at the ilngle tax by declaring for 
the "re-assumptlon of diverted wealth 
through wise, equitable and sclentiñc 
taxation."

nounces "the Interference with the peo­ 
ple’s righta by the mandatory order ol 
a court.

are here to demonstrate that what Dem­ 
ocrats shall or shall not think and apeak 
of Is not to be determined on the Bng- 
III^ race tracks nor in secret conclaves 
of self constituted bosses.** Oeorge was 
not present up to this time, but while 
John B. Foote was speaking lie ar­ 
rived, accompanied by Tom L. Johnson. 
The audience rose with more fervor 
than ever, If that were possible, and for 
several minutes there was a wild hur­ 
ricane of cheering. A. B. Crulkshank, 
of the United Democracy, then formally 
tendered the nomination on behalf of 
his organisation to George. Charles 
Frederick Adams, on behalf of the 
Democratic Alliance, then offered to 
George the nomination of the organisa­ 
tion which he represented. James T. 
Garvey, of the People’s party, and John 
H. Crosby, of the Manhattan Single 
Tax club, also notlfled George of his 
nomination by their respective organi­ 
sations. 


Amid wild cheering George rose and 
said in part: "Fellow Democrats, men 
who voted last year for William "Jen­ 
nings Bryan, 1 accept your nomination. 
From now until election closes 1 am 
yours. Aye, and after election, too, I 
am a Democrat. (Thunderous applause 
and cries of "Not of the Hill stripe.") 
"I cannot divide Into parts the ques­ 
tions which I as a citizen have to deal 
with. For the same reason that I op­ 
pose this monstrous tariff In all Its 
forms; for the same reason that I would 
vote wherever I could for the utter 
abolition of that tariff—for that same 
reason I am opposed to the Interference 
with Individual liberty which you see 
here In New* York. I am a Democrat 
In the Jeffersonian sense. Because the 
Chicago platform represented the Idea 
of giving to the great common p^ple 
what lielongs to them, I stood for it, 
voted for It and was sorrier than I was 
ever before when It was defeated." 


George spoke for twenty-five mii^utes. 
Immmedlately after the conclusion at 
his speech the meeting w’as declared ad­ 
journed and the crowd 
quietly and 
quickly quitted the hall.
